—which has occurred sporadically in 
the United States during the last sevy- 
eral years, sometimes caused by ripe 
olives. 
Philip Rogers, 27, and Thomas David. 
gon, 24, roommates at 1832 -Calumet 
avenue, were the two who died. It was 
following Rogers’ death at the Peoples’ 
hospital that Dr. Irving A. Porges, 
coroner’s physician, was called in. Amn 
autopsy and the history of the case 
caused the doctor to suspect botulism. 
Davidson died several hours later. 


Eat Canned Peas; Ill Next Day. 


It was learned that the two men 
had been “baching” and had bought 
a can of peas at a grocery store at 
18th street and Wabash avenue. They 
ate the peas for supper last Thurs- 
day aight. Friday night they came 
home from work, both complaining of 
iliness. A physician was summoned 
and the men were taken to the hus 
pital. 

Their symptoms, which tncluded the 
typical ones of buldging eyes, double 
vision, and paralysis, pointed strongly 
toward botulism, said Dr. Porges. 
Within an hour of Rogers’ death in- 
spectors under Health Commissioner 
Bundesen’s orders were out putting the 
ban on every can of peas of the same 
brand as that eaten by Rogers and 
Davidson. 


Tests Not Yet Conciuded. 


Specimens were taken for examina- 
tion in the laboratories of the health 
department and the coroner’s office. 
It had not yet been definitely deter- 
mined last night whether the cause 
of death was botulism. 

“As much as can be said at this 
time,” declared Dr Bundesen “is that, 
it looks suspicious'y like botulism.”’ 

If it is botulism, said Dr. Porges, 
it will be the first appearance of the 
digease in Chicago in many years and 
probably its first, in this city at least, 
in canned peas. 

The disease is caused by a bacillus 
and is the result of faulty canning 
without heat sufficicnt to kill the germ. 
According to the United States bureau 
of public health there is no record 
of a case of botulism in the United 
States prior to 1909.

Condemned Man’s Moth-. 
er Visits Him. 


Expert testimony of alienists will be 
met with the lay testimony of nonpro 
fessional witnesses when a jury in 
Judge Joseph B. David's court is asked 
to determine whether Russell Scott is 
sane or insane, State's Attorney Robert 
E. Crowe announced yesterday on his 
return to the city from a Wisconsin 
summer resort. 

This announcement, coupled with 
Scott's meeting with his mother, were 
the day's chief developments. 

Scott, sentenced as the slayer of Jo 
seph Maurer, drug clerk,’ thrice has 
been saved from hanging by a matter 
of hours, and the hearing on his sanity 
granted him by Judge David at #2 
o'clock Friday morning, will be his 
last fight for life. 

First Hearing Tomorrow. 

The first hearing comes up before 
Judge David tomorrow morning and 
the state’s attorney’s orders to his 
first assistant, George E. Gorman, who 
is to oppose the plea of Attorneys Wil- 
liam Scott Stewart and W. W. O’Brien, 
are that an unqualified demand for 
an immediate hearing be made. 

State’s Attorney Crowe says he does 
not believe that it will take a galaxy 
of $250 a day alientists to convince a 
jury that Scott je a sane man. Let At- 
torneys Stewart and n bring on 
their alientists, he says, he'll meet 
them with jail guards. 

“We will insist on 
hearing,’ the prosecutor said. “ We 
want to dispose of the Scott case as 
quickly as possible. Scott is no more 
crazy than I am or Stewart is, and 
everybody, including Stewart, knows it.

It 
is of interest, by the way, to note that the present 
German ambassador, Von Maltzen, was one of 
those of the German foreign office who threw his 
weight for the western policy. ‘ 
The negotiation over the security pact now under 
way develops this cleavage in Germany. John 
Clayton~of Tar TRIBUNE news service reports 
from Berlin that Foreign Minister Stresemann is 
‘under heavy fire from his political enemies and the 
Nationalist press for hig conduct of the negotia- 
tions, and Mr. Clayton calls our attention to a 
fact we in America are likely to overlqok—namely : 
that German “statesmen and publicists live in 
constant dread of a war between Russia and the 
western powers, fought on German soil, while Ger- 
many is disarmed and unable to protect herself.” 
This fear causes many Germans who are not fn 
sympathy with Russia or a Russian alliance to 
oppose the security pact with France lest ft en- 
courage aggressive action by the latter or its 
allies and iffvolve Germany. Perhaps these fears 
will be allayed in the final negotiations, ahd it 
would seem to be self-interest, even for the French, 


have under a system of adjudication which is no- 


carried to extremes in devising every safeguard 
against mistake at the expense of innocence. 
Nor-does the record of Scott’s life and conduct 
before the murder of Maurer give any excuse for 
@ special leniency. 

Yet we have one of the most sensational efforts 
in recent times, and thus far a successful effort, to 
save him from justice. The governor of a neigh- 
boring state has presumed to write to the governor 
of Dilinois urging the latter to override the judg- 
ment of the jury and the court of reyiew which ad- 
judicated Scott’s case. A newspaper in a neighbor- 
ing state undertakes to raise money for legal pro- 
ceedings to the same end. A woman’s club in that 
state engages in the campaign and raises money 
for this purpose. An additional lawyer is procured 
and two representatives of the club come to Chi- 
cago to assist. 


If Scott had been an exemplary character instead 
of a wastrel, if Maurer were alive today and Scott 
the victim of a fotorious failure of law and justice, 
Scott could not arouse more sentiment or win 
more eager effort on his behalf. 

Young Maurer is forgotten. He and his family 
were the victims of Scott. But they have no 
thought from these sentimentalists. 

The country holds many a youth who carries a 
gun and no conscience to restrain him from using 
it. Why should they not kill*when governors and 
newspapers and women’s clubs are ready to con- 
Gone their crime and rush to their rescue if they 
are caught? 

Violence is an unchecked scandal in this country. 
Murder is at a. premium. Law and justice are 
becoming a mockery and the cause néeds no point- 
ing out. The sickening )perversion’ of sentiment 
which forgets the victim and makes a martyr of 
the murderer is thé cause, and we are having to- 
day an example. of it which advertises to every 
thug, and wastrel, and tnrestrafned youth, that 
to tike a human life is hardly a crime. 

The stay of execution was apparently a procedure 
which ‘the law provides and Judge David could not 
withhold. But its moral effect fn the circumstances 
cannot fail to be unfortunate. We suggest that 
the situation it presents be given consideration by 
our legal authorities. The pled of insanity should 
not be abused to serve as a mere stay of judgment 
at the last moment and reasonable safeguards 
should be devised to prevent its abuse. If inganity

Coroner’ sJuries FreeMost 
Drivers Arrested, 


Statistics showing that coroner’s 
juries exonerated 220 drivers involved 
in Chicago's 307 automobile killings in 
the first six months of 1925 were is- 
sued yesterday by the mayor's safety 
commission as the death of a 4 year 
old boy ‘raised the Cook county total 
for the year to 414. 

Commissioner of Public Safety Leo 
J. Winiecki announced that he had 
madé an extended investigation of 
complaints concerning the reckless 
driving of bus drivers, and found fhat 
these drivers showed a “ flagrant dis- 
regard-for the safety of the public.’’ 


Gives Details of Charges. 

According to his observers, nine of 
sixty-five bussés.jurning from Michi- 
gan avenue into Monroe street ran 
onto the sidewalk, and at Michigan 
avenue and Washington street seven- 
teen of one hundred and twenty-six did 
the game thing. 

The commissioner said that he 
would ask Chief of Police Collins to 
station special police at all bus turn- 
ing points, adding that he would con- 
sult the city’s legak department for 
adviee in regard to prosecutions. 

Figures of the safety commission 
showed that of the 307 persons killed 
in the city limits, 167 were struck 
by passenger cars, fifty-one by taxicabs 
and eighty-nine by trucks.

The same misunderstanding exists 
here as at other schools—prospective 
students do not realize that college 
training fits them for a variety of posi- 
tions, and that to secure a degree in 
agriculture does not mean they have 
made a mistake. 


Few Graduates Are Farmers. 
Dean F. B. Mumford, head of the 


Missouri College of Agricultura is 
none too proud of the fact that per- 
haps not more’ than 25 per cent of 
the graduates of the four year course 
actually farm after leaving school. He 
holds tenaciously to the th that 
the agricultural school’s fundamental 
purpose is to train men to farm. 
Deans seem to differ slightly in their 
views on this question. Some are:

men for positions allied to agriculture 
than they did a few years ago, and

in agriculture to farm. 

Fortunately for the more conserva- 
tive deans the tabulated information 
which attempts to surimarize ‘figures, 
telling where men go when they fin- 
ish their agricultural training, does not 
give the whole story. For example, 
many men who are teaching vocaiwon- 
al agriculture in high schools and 
others in allied positions in this state 
are also farming, but may not be 
listed as actual farmers. 

Records here at this school show 
that men who do not complete their 
four years’ work usually go back to 
the farm. At least 95 per cent of the 
students who have taken the sixteen 
weeks’ short course at the Missouri 
college are farming. The teaching of 
agriculture in nearly 100 high schools 
over the state is perhaps having some 
effect on the agricultural colleges’ en- 
roliment. 

It is a policy of this school to en- 
courage its graduates to go into farm- 
ing if they have land or the capital to 
start farming, either as a renter or a 
land owner. 8S. B. Shirky, assistant to 
Dean Mumford, says he believes that 
if the average agricultural college 
graduate has money enough to start 
farming he will be much better off at 
the end of ten years as a farmer than 
he would be with a salaried position. 


Need for Trained Men. 


An increasing number of calls is 
coming to this college from the com- 
mercial field or men trained in agri- 
culture. The school, while conserva- 
tive in making changes in its curricu- 
lum, has recently added seventeen new 
courses to meet the conditions in the 
economic field, such as principles of 
marketing, the economics of codpera- 
tive marketing, farm finance, rural 
community organizations, group and 
club work, agricultural statistics, agri- 
cultural prices, codperative marketing, 
leadership, current economic problems, 
history of social work and research in 
economics. Practically all of these are 
new courses which have been put in 
the catalog since I was a student here 
less than: ten years ago.

This model may be made in various other fabrics. Tub 
silk in plain color, English broadcloth, cotton or silk or 
wool crepe—any of these will form substitutes for the orig- 
inal pongee. Speaking of tub silks, these are quite as ener+ 
getic in the field of juvenile fashions as they are in ma- 
ture styles. Both the plain and figured varieties are popu- 
lar, and even for the smallest girl of three we find one piece 
frocks of these practical silken fabrics hanging straight 
from the shoulder and perhaps finished about the neck 
with a ruffle of organdy.

Some of the simpler peis- 
noirs and capes are made of crash, 
dyed to match the bathing suit, which 
is usually of some bright color, and 
banded with the material of the suit.

One of those rare, but practical bath- 
ing suits that the season allows is 
shown in our fourth model. It is made 
of cerulean blue woo! jersey without 
the frivolity of a flare about it any- 
where, and only two small front pock- 
ets to connect it with the street dresses 
that so many bathing suits ape this 
summer. Thé appliqued dots are of 
white jersey, and the culottes are also 
of jersey. With it is worn a cap of 
blue rubber tied in knots over the ears. 
A cape of navy blue jersey is lined 
with cerulean blue and white checked 
jersey, which completes the sea coast 
ensemble. 

Our last offering, which was de- 
signed by Jane Régny and worn at Le’ 
Toquet, has a tunic of blue crepalga 
worn over culotte of the same toned 
jersey. The tunic has a scarf collar 
of blue, yellow and orange braid, the 
same braid being used to outline the 
hem and the split sides. Two inset 
pockets are placed at the normal waist- 
line in front, and trimmed also with 
this braid. 

Braid and silk trimmed bathing cos- 
tumes are many, and there are few 
suits.so simple that they boast of no 
ornamentation whatever. Pockets, 
gilets, godets, and even jabots from our 
street clothes, appear on the bathing 
suit of the Paris summer, always clev- 
erly adapted to the more abbreviated 
form of the surf cistume, but retain- 
ing their character none the less. How 
long this mode will last, or how far 
it will travel no one can say, but for 
the season it is supreme in the resorts 
where the smart world gathers during 
July and August.

ICES AND THEIR SERVICE. 

N those periods of the world when 

the rich and powerful have chosen 

to make a cult, an art, and a dl- 

version of food, both the food itself 
and its container have received great 
and artistic attention, and in many 
cases have' become a permanent part 
of the record of the life of mankind. In 
short, present day facts and exceed. 
ingly ancient practices show there is 
& perpetual fascination about fine giass, 

er, about juge and cups 
and bowls tea. 

Yet all these things may be barren 
property, Uiegpings set with precious 
stones whith cannot Wear or neck 
chains sewed on velvet pads and placed 
in cabinets, Even worse than this is 
it to use beautiful cups and goblets 
and plates and platters for “pgor stuff.” 
As long as these lovely things exist, 
there ought to be a great number of 
people with pride enough to iearn how 
to use them justly, to match their ex- 
cellence with equally excellent food, or 
if they be a part of the equipment for 
drinks to learn to prepare such as will

‘| Mess of the cup inevitably enhances 


them. We can suggest the iced prep- 
arations as the ones best suited to 
the perfection of service that goes with 
the finest glass or crystal. 

Iced drinks and frozen juices have, 
at any rate, been luxuries since the 
rich Romans exploited the whole world 
for preciousnesses in foods and drinks. 
Snow was brought from their white 
capped mountains, often at great ex: 
pense, to cool their water and .wines, 
and the method used may have been 
what ultimately suggested sbdrbets, 
sherbets, and “gelatoes” of all sorts. 

Laxuries 


In the writings of the Roman poet 
Martial, food and all its accompani- 
ments got great attention, for Martia) 
lived in a time when the knowledge of 
a great variety of foods was common— 
just the foods we know today and many 
others—and when a man would even 
turn sycophant in order to get a fine 
dinner. At time also gifts of 
foods were the presents most 
appreciated, It is easy to believe that

If one prefers long sleeves, A pat- 
tern is proyided. This long sleeve is 
allowed to flare at the wrist. Ayother 
pretty way to make the long po mass 
would be to use plaited chiffon yhatch- 
ing one of the colors in the design, and 
gather the lower edges into narrow 
wristbands. The seams should be 
French seams, and the first sewing 
had better be by hand. Then the seam 
can be turned to the wrong side, 
basted,.and stitched. 

The circular skirt is cut in two

pieces, the seams coming on each side 
of the dress. These seams should be 
finished like the waist, but had better 
be entirely run by hand. The bias 
edges on light weight material are 
apt to give trouble in the machine. At 
least you should try on some seraps 
of the crepe to see how the bias edges 
will work in the machine. 

If you are going to use a sash, join 
waist and skirt ‘with a right side seam.

Use bias 
silk binding (this can be bought at any 
notion counter) to cover the seam.

This combination Pattern No. 2021.

I never could see why a few light 
freckles should throw our sex into a 
panic, when there are so many weight- 
ler problems to wrestle with, such as 
shingles and ankles, lipsticks and hair 
tonics! 


But every man to his own little van- 
ity. I have mine! Therefore, I’m not 
the one to refuse whatever aid I may 
give. 

But that’s the rub! Freckle reme- 
dies should begin before I’m consulted! 
They discourage me, these freckles do, 
by the very stubbornness of their na- 
ture and by the frequent unsatisfac- 
toriness of formule and lotions recom- 
mended for them. The best cure is in 
their prevention. 

Avoid Too Much Exposure. 

Not only to prevent freckles and 
burn and tan should the skin be pro- 
tected against the sunlight, but expo- 
sure of the skin to sun and wind also 
has an unfavorable effect upon it gen- 
erally. As a matter of fact, there is 
no other influence so great in produc- 
ing the textural changes in the skin 
that come with increasing years as ex- 
posure to sunlight. The difference of 
the appearance of the skin of the face 
and that of the covered parts of the 
body ‘in a. person of maturity is chiefly 
the result of the deleterious effects of 
sunlight upon the skin. 

The person who wants to keep her 
skin youthful should not; therefore, 
expose it unduly to sunlight. It may 
produce no immediate bad effects on 
the young, but it hastens the changes 
that accompany age, which changes 
mark the difference between the bloom 
of youth. and the parchment of old age. 

One does not have to avoid the bene- 
fits of open air life and exercise, but 
precaution should be taken to protect 
the skin, and habitual excessive ex- 
posure to sunlight should be avoided. 

If you have a sensitive skin you sim- 
ply must grease it and powder it before 
you go out where wind and sun will 
tamper with its fine texture. When 
you motor, the precaution should be 
taken, since the wind is particularly 
interested in making inroads on your 
complexion. 

On the beach, especially after you 
come out of the water, dripping, you 
should get under a parasol, or large 
umbrella. You should cover your body 
with a beach coat or cape. The skin 
burning that follows negligence in this 
regard is not only frightfully painful 
for the time being, but it is particularly

If 
you rub this lotion on before exposing 
yourself to the hot rays you will not 
have any trouble with burns, 


If you can’t stand the odor of it, 
take your cold cream jar down to the 
beach with you and apply a protective 
coating of it. If you plan to sit around 
on the beach after your swim, rub the 
cream on fairly thickly when you come 
out of the water. 

The blondes and the red heads are 
the types who suffer most from the 
summer ravages of sunlight. The 
brunette falls heir naturally to a nice 
coat of tar. which is all right in the 
daytime, but. not so becoming in eve- 
ning dress, especially when the neck 
line of the evening frock escapes by 
an inch or two the browned line. To 
prevent this tan from getting too 
heavy, and to save the skin for winter 
wear, use this lotion: Lactic acid, one 
vounce; glycerine, two fluid ounces;

The most 
effective applications are strong solu- | 
tions of corrosive sublimate. But this ' 
is a dangerous poison. It and bi- 
chloride, or mercury, are incorporated | 
into freckle remedies. I have recently | 
seen the back of a neck that Was ad- | 
ministered a treatment from a prep- | 
arafion containing one of these poison- 
ous substances. It was a surry sight 
and caused the young woman an end- 
less amount of discomfiture. 


For the light freckles, the. frequent 
rubbing of the pigmented spot with 
lemon juice is an old and popular Mmeas- 
ure that won’t do any harm and may 
remove the freckles. Two or three 
daily rubbings are necessary to ef- 
fect any improvement. Sponging the 
affected area with a peroxide of hydro- 
gen solution, or cautiously rinsing with 
ammonia water is a procedure that 
causes some bleaching of the pigment. 

As satisfactory a paste as you can 
apply to freckles is Nuneci’s paste, 
made as follows: Oxychloride of bis- 
muth, one dram; calomel, one-sixth 
grain; peroxide of hydrogen, one dram; 
lnnolin and vaseline, four ounces each, 
Apply it at night after washing the 
skin thoroughly with a good soap and 
warnf water. .

fares. Accordingly, they asked: Verdi 
to tone his story down, 

This he refused to do, and there was 
a deadlock until the impresario, in 
charge at Rome, suggested placing 
the story in colonial Massachusetts. 
The authorities agreed that the spec- 
tacle of squabbles among the Puritans 
probably would flot incite the Roman 
populace to violence—so the change 
was made and the piece appeared with 


great success.

country high schools. But it is not 
hard to detect them; they could be 
easily excluded from the ch:in. The 
medical schools, indeed, have already 
shown the way, and the law schools 
and schools of journalism are follow- 
ing. What is to prevent setting up a 
category of class A universities and 
making membership in one member- 
ship in all? 

The advantage of the system would 
be that it would deliv@> the student 
of unusual intelligence from his pres- 
ent bondage to incompetents. In the 
average American university, I dare- 
say, the majority of professors are not 
incompetent; on the contrary, they are 
probably learned and diligent men. 


But a student sent to, say, Michigan 
or Yale, may discover after he gets 
there that the subject he is particu- 
larly interested in is taught relatively 


badiv—that a far more abie professor 
of it practices at, Harvard or Illinois. 
A year under ‘that abler’ professor 
would perhaps be enough for him; his 
enthusiasm for the higher learning 
would be vastly augmented; he would 
feel that he had actually learned some- 
thing. As things stand, he is tied 
securely, to al] intents and purposes, 
to a system that can only have the 
effect of knocking his enthusiasm out 
of him. Education is not an adventure 
to him; it is a chore. 

There are, of course, difficulties in 
the way of putting this plan into effect 
in America. Our universities, even 
the good ones, differ enormously, and 
there is a great deal of jealousy be- 
tween them. Moreover, they deal with 
students who are younger than conti- 
nental students, and their experience 
with the elective system has made 
them. cautious. Thus the escape from 
incompetents probably resolves itself 
into an effort to get rid of them alto- 
gether. The intelligent student is at 
their mercy so.long as he remains a 
student at all. It is excellent news 
that he has begun to tackle them 
head-on. He will lose pretty often, but 
here and there he will make a bril- 
liant and salubrious killing.

He has constructed a really 
royal double flight of stone steps that 
curve down from the upper terrace to 
the sands below, with rich carvings, 
massive balustrades, dripping water 
running from pool to pool, flowering 
shrubs planted in huge urns and a va- 
riety of effects which give the place a 
very Italian effect. The house itself, 
with its formal:gardens, is as perfect 
an example of this style of architecture 
as can be found in this country, say 
experts. 


Still further up the shore the de- 


lightful Tudor mansion of the Frank) 
C. Farwells can be made out from the 


lake, a softly glowing red in hue. It 
rises on one hand from a thickly fo- 
liaged ravine, while on the other broad 
and velvety lawns connect it with the 
John V. Farwells hotwse, of English 
architecture too, though of another 
type, as it is of plaster and heavy 
beams. Mrs. John Farwell caused to 
‘be built last year, on the edge of the 
bluff, a delightful little terrace, paved 
with flagstone, with a stone balustrade 
protecting its lake side, and with 
flowers and green things growing just 
outside it.
